SET UP AT SCHUMAN 
COAL-STEEL POOL 


PARIS, Aug. 28 (AP)—The 
United States is establishing a 
permanent “embassy” to western 
Europe’s Schuman coal-steel pool. 

Mutual Security Representative 
William H. Draper announced last 
night that the United States rep- 
resentative to the six-nation or- 
ganization now being set up will 
be William M. Tomlinson, an eco- 
nomic expert. He will be known 
as “acting United States repre- 
sentative to the European coal 
and steel community.” 

The new United States embassy 
will be located in Luxembourg, 
present home of the coal-steel 
group’s executive authority.

“As will be demonstrated, the 
history of our air build-up is a 
saga of bad programming, neg- 
lected warnings, lack of co-ordina- 
tion, abuse, misuse, and disuse of 
power, bad advices to the execu- 
tive, and a general refusal on the 
part of our governmental agencies 
to pull together or work together 
in a dedicated way to strengthen 
our air arsenal.” 

Two Years of Failure. 


Even two years after the sur- 
prise Communist attack in Korea, 
the report said “we have far less 
than the first-line aircraft we 
need.” It added: 

“In our opinion, no business 
organization would countenance 
the excuses and self-serving justi- 
fications for either the unrealism 
of the schedules established or 
the inability to meet even the 
reduced schedules. 

“Despite attempted legerede- 
main with charts and _ graphs, 
nothing can obscure the fact that 
our planners have failed miser- 
ably. They have continually erred 
in setting production goals.” 

The report said the Air Force 
in June 1951 planned monthly 
production of 1050 aircraft, later 
stepped this up to 1400 a month 
but cut it back in Januafy of this 
year to 800. 


COMPANY TO ‘GET 
PHONES’ AFTER RISE 


LONE: WOLF, Okla., Aug. 28 
(AP) — Some telephone users 
at this small Kiowa county com- 
munity, faced with higher rates, 
decided to forget Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell ever invented the ma- 
chine.

The American Government al- 
ready has disclosed that $186,- 
000,000 will be spent in France 
to finance production of weapons 
and military supplies during the 
next fiscal year. Some of this 
covers auxiliary combat ships. 


French officials complained 
recently this sum was insuffici- 
ent to keep their arms factories 
moving and said they needed 
$625,000,000 for the next three 
years. American officials said 
they were limited by Congress 
to year-to-year commitments and 
could spare no more next year. 
The French government then an- 
nounced plans to revise it own 
defense budget to keep military 
production going. 

Congress approved $3,128,000,- 
000 in European military aid for 
the year ending June 30, 1953, as 
part of the $6,447,000,000 foreign 
aid bill. The total also includes 
over one billion dollars of ‘“‘de- 
fense support” money to buy the 
raw materials needed to prime 
European factories. 


Cheaper to Buy in Europe. 


Government spokesmen told 
Congress that European nations 
could make many military items 
more cheaply than American fac- 
tories. They said offshore con- 
tracts helped equip Allied forces 
at less cost than if all arms were 
shipped from this country, while 
also stimulating European econo- 
mies. 

Draper’s 3200-word report sum- 
med up his first six months in 
western Europe as special Amer- 
ican ambassador in charge of 
United States military and eco- 
nomic aid programs. 

America’s multi-billion dollar 
grants to European allies, he said, 
have reduced the dangerous dol- 
lar deficit somewhat. But, he 
said, the “‘huge excess of United 
States exports over its imports’”’ 
continues and “unless a balance 
can be restored there is a real 
danger of a deep and perhaps 
disastrous fissure between the 
economies of Europe and Amer- 
ica.” 

Draper said that unless friend- 
ly governments are permitted to 
earn the dollars needed for de- 
fenses and day-to-day living, the 
only alternative seems to be to 
continue indefinitely the present 
military and economic grant pro- 
gram, 

Draper’s Proposals. 


Draper gave this formula—long 
advocated by many other key ad- 
ministration officials—as the way 
to move ahead:

The Democratic Record. 


Stevenson, speaking’ of the 
Democratic party, said: “There 
have been mistakes, there have 
been failures, there have been 
false starts. There may be more. 


But the blazing record of growth 
and change and progress we have 
written in those two memorable 
decades can never be downed in 
oratory and epithet.” 

As the situation stands, Steven- 
son said, the Democratic party is 
the “party of new faces” while 
the Republicans “have been de- 
void of new ideas for almost 70 
years.” This was an obvious at- 
tempt to answer the Republican 
chant that it’s time for a change 
in Washington. 

“The Republicans are split wide 
open on foreign policy,” he said.

He added that he also doesn’t 
know whether rising prices “can 
be stopped” but expects to know 
within the next 30 days. 

Woods, in a final report on his 
job as rent stabilizer, was more 
optimistic about rent controls: He 
predicted that a majority of cities 
now under rent controls would re- 
tain them after Sept. 30.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 28— 
The latest bid of St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. for higher street- 
car and bus fares in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, plus a zone sys- 
tem of additional fares, was in 
the hands of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission today for de- 
cision, 

Hearings were completed late 
yesterday and the case taken un- 
der submission. The commission 
did not indicate when it would 
rule on the fare increase appli- 
cation of the company, which has 
been granted six increases in the 
last five years. | 

The closing session yesterday 
largely was devoted to presenta- 
tion of evidence on behalf of the 
city of St. Louis, which opposes 
any increase in fares and con- 
tends the company is doing well 
enough, financially. with its pres- 
ent rate schedules. 


Sole Witness for City. 


Henry P. Ingebritsen, rate en- 
gineer in the city’s Department 
of Public Utilities, was the sole 
witness for the city, in contrast 
with the array of company of- 
ficials, attorneys and rate ex- 
perts, most of them with ex- 
tended experience in presenting 
cases for fare increases. 


Under questioning by Associate 
City Counselor Forrest G. Ferris 


Jr., Ingebritsen testified as to the | 
city position, in summary, as fol- | 


lows: 


That the company, in com- 
mon with the transit industry, 
is engaged in a highly competi- 
tive business, totally unlike 
other types of utilities, and 
lacks the earning potential to 
earn the rate of return on its 
investment generally realized 
by other utilities. 


Through a combination of in- 
creased fares and reductions in 
service, the company has real- 
ized a greater increase in reve- 
nue per unit of service actually 
_ rendered than any other utility 
in the City of St. Louis. 


A top heavy investment in 
“an increasingly obsolete and 
unproductive street railway sys- 
tem, the investment in which is 
totally out of proportion to the 
service rendered,” is largely re- 
sponsible for the company’s al- 
leged need for fares in excess 
of what would be necessary for 
straight bus operation. 


_\ The present level of fares is 
_all that would be required to 
\ support straight bus operations 
“and the public should not be 
required to pay higher fares 
to support a non-productive and 

_ obsolete railway system.” 
Financial history of the com- 
pany indicates it has been able 
to operate successfully, maintain 
_its credit, pay dividends and at- 
tract necessary debt capital at 

favorable interest rates. 


Company’s Contention. 


On the other hand, the company 
has taken the position that its 
business is highly competitive, 
and that revenues have been cut 
by declines in riding through fare 
increasés, use of private auto- 
mobiles and other causes, with a 
resulting greater risk in the 
transit business that entitled it to 
greater returns. Higher fares 
sought were necessary, it was 
said, to give the company the re- 
turn it should be allowed to earn. 


The general increase in fares 
sought by the company includes 
proposed advances in the basic 
cash fare from 17 cents to 20 for 
the initial zone; express bus, 20 
cents to 23 in the initial zone; 
child’s fare, 7 cents to 10 in the 
initial zone; and similar advances 
in other schedules. 


A zone system sought by the 
company calls for an additional 
5-cent fare for each zone traveled 
after the first, which could pro- 
duce a 30-cent fare on a three- 
zone line. 


The commission denied com- 
pany applications for a general 
zone system in three previous 
fare increase cases. Extra zones 
now are in operation on the Man- 
chester, Berkeley and Woodson 
lines.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 28 (AP)—A 
report by directors of the AFL 
International Printing Pressmen’s. 
union shows the union has settled 
its claims against the estate of its 
late president, George L. Berry. 

Under the settlement, delegates 
to the thirty-fifth convention 
were told yesterday, the press- 
men’s union received $560,484, 
plus additional payments at the 
rate of $1000 a month for the 
next 99 years. 

The convention approved the 
report. 

Before the settlement could be 
reached, the Government took 
$337,423.81 in income taxes from 
the estate, the report stated. Di- 


rectors said the income tax pay- 


ment and the settlement with the 
union, administration expenses 
and other claims took Berry’s 
entire estate, leaving nothing for 
any heir under his will. 


On recommendation of the di- 


rectors, the convention granted 
Berry’s widow a pension of $3000 
a year for life. Mrs. Berry has 
received $3000 a year since the 
death of her husband in 1948. 
This was by action of the direc- 
tors. 

Berry was president of the 


union for 40 years prior to his | 


death. 

The convention yesterday ap- 
proved a committee report recom- 
mending salary increases to meet 
increased living costs. 

Delegates adopted resolutions 
urging abolition of poll taxes in 
all states; asking for repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley act; urging legisla- 
tion on behalf of price control:

Monday with eight men aboard. 
Only two of these have been res- 
cued.

BOSTON, Aug. 28 (AP)—The 
Rev. Leopold L. S. Braun, who

GENEVA, Aug. 28 (UP)—West 
Germany and Italy asked Russia 
today to account for more than 
2,000,000 soldiers last reported to 
be in the Soviet Union. 

Japan also asked Russia and 
Communist China for tnforma- 
tion on approximately 340,000 
Japanese soldiers missing from 
World War II and possibly in 
Communist hands.

Following Gen. Eisenhower by just two days, 
the Democratic nominee took the same platform 
to prove that courage has its own rewards. Part 
of the time he was saying things that the Re- 


publican standard-bearer might well have said,. 
, part of the time he was criticizing policies and 


practices of the American Legioh’s high com- 
mand. Yet whereas Gen. Eisenhower's longer 
address was applauded 18 times, Gov. Stevenson 
was interrupted with applause 37 times. 

A good measure of the Stevenson speech is to 
say that it is difficult to decide which was its 
‘most courageous part. Any of four or five pas- 
sages would have marked the speaker as one 
who believes in straight talking to those who 
most need to hear what he has to say. 

The American Legion has been one of the 
strongest of all pressure organizations. Many 
lawmakers jump at its call. Yet Gov. Stevenson 
had the hardihood to tell its national convention 
that should he become President he would re- 
sist pressures from veterans if he thought their 
demands were excessive or in conflict with the 
public interest. If, in a nation of more and more 
veterans, all were to claim special reward for 
their services, beyond those for specific disa- 
bility, who, he asked, would be left to pay?

This flat notice that he would be a President 
of all the people, not one for the officers of spe- 
cial interest groups, was hardly, if any, less cour- 
ageous than what he said about the political 
demagogues who have sought to besmirch the 
name of Gen. Marshall. 


One of these mudthrowers, Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, in 1950, received the 
Marine Corps League’s national “Americanism” 
award. Yet Gov. Stevenson did not let that 
deter him in dealing frankly with McCarthyism 
before the Legion, many of whose members are 
Marine veterans... He said that the “patriotism” 
of those who unloose political attacks on Gen. 
Marshall was, in Samuel Johnson’s celebrated 
phrase, “the last refuge of scoundrels,” 

Here Gov. Stevenson’s courage had the effect 
of moving him ahead of Gen. Eisenhower as a 
defender of Gen. Marshall although no man 
owes so much to George C. Marshall as does 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. For it was Marshall as 
World War II Chief of Staff who reached down 
among the junior generals and picked Eisen- 
hower to be commander in Europe. Notwith- 
standing this, Gen. Eisenhower in delivery on 
Monday edited out of his released Legion ad- 
dress its one most telling line—that which de- 
scribed Senators McCarthy and Jenner, without 
naming them, as “assassins of character and 
promoters of witch hunts.”

Gov. Stevenson respectfully but firmly dif- 
fered with Legion performance in other ways. 
When he spoke out so eloquently for “free enter- 
prise of the mind,” he was in direct opposition 
to those Legion groups which would make every- 
one conform to a set pattern. This section of the 
address was in effect an immediate comment 
on the Legion’s preposterous resolution of 
the day before calling for a three-way “expo- 
sure” of the “record of subversive activities of 
the American Civil Liberties Union”—a_ truly 
patriotic organization, if there ever was one. 

The Democratic nominee joined another issue 
when he defended the public schools against in- 
discriminate attacks since in all too many com- 
munities it is the patrioteers who set themselves 
up as sole guardians of all that is good. 


This is by no means all the content of Gov. 
Stevenson’s address for he cammended the Le- 
gion on standing for preparedness, and on other 
aspects of its program. But these thoughts from 
it are enough to suggest the speech’s remarkable 
quality and capacity. It sets a high standard of 
integrity for the many speakers who will hit 
the stump-dotted trail in the next two months. 

In his acceptance address at Chicago, Adlal 
Stevenson said: “Let’s talk sense to the Ameri- 
can people.” He did just that in his appearance 
before the American Legion. Since the campaign 
has only now really begun, will he continue to 
talk sense in the weeks ahead? Will his oppon- 
ent, Gen. Eisenhower, follow this brilliant exam- 
ple?

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John Rankin, At Long Last 


After 32 years the House of Representatives 
is soon to be rid of John E. Rankin. Not that 
the Mississippian who has just been defeated by 
one of his colleagues in the House was wholly 
bad. But his worst so far overshadowed his best 
that he will not be remembered as co-author 
with George Norris of the TVA Act, tireless 
good friend of rural electrification, supporter 
of preparedness. He built his monument of hate, 
and it is for hatred he will be remembered. 

Rankin made a career of hating. He hated 
Negroes, he hated Jews, he hated trade union- 
ists, refugees and Mongolians, He made 50 
speeches in the House in one five-year period 
against Jews alone. “Tell the people,” he said, 
“that it is the Jewish bankers who want war.” 

He opposed the Wagner Act, the Wage and 
Hour Act, time and a half for overtime, and 
fought $15 a week unemployment compensation 
on the grounds that it would encourage public 
idleness. He has been vice chairman and domi- 
nant figure on the House Un-American Activities 
Committee and was the author of legislation 
making it a permanent committee of Congress. 

He denounced FEPC as “Communistic,” and 
called federal] investigation of an unpunished 
Mississippi lynching “an insult to a sovereign 
state.” He objected to admitting refugees be- 
cause, he said, they brought “Communism, athe- 
ism, anarchy and infidelity.” 

His excesses in wooing the veteran vote were 
so great that veterans opposed his scheme to 
pension all of them at 65 on $90 a month. 

It would be a pleasure to record that Repre- 
sentative Thomas Abernethy, who unhorsed 
Mr. Rankin, is a considerable improvement, but 
unfortunately he has no strong points. He op- 
poses everything in public power that Mr. Ran- 
kin stood for, and his record on international 
affairs is confused.

Now that the Board of Aldermen has adopted ~— 
an earnings tax, St. Louis can be reasonably | 
sure of making ends meet for the next year and 
a half. But by the end of that time the city is _ 
pretty sure to face again the same problem for 


which it has just found a stop-gap solution. 
Rising costs may even confront the municipal 
government with a bigger gap between receipts 


and expenditures than the one which is now _ | 


being temporarily filled. Also, the failure to 
consider any deductions at all for those charged 
with the support of dependents may build up 
quite a bit of popular sentiment against a fur- 
ther renewal of the earnings tax. And the Legis- 


- lature may be even more reluctant than it was 


this time to authorize a reimposition of the tax. 
In any event, St. Louis will have to go begging 
to Jefferson City once more—unless a fundamen- 
tal solution is achieved in the meantime. 

That is the job of the Citizens’ Finance Com- 
mittee. It is about to study the budgets of other 
cities to determine the possibility of savings in 
That is a good 
idea. But the committee might also look at the 
charters under which other cities operate. If 
some of the cities should be found more efficient 
and economical than St. Louis, could their bet- 
ter practices be adopted here under our out- 
moded and inhibiting charter? 

The plain fact is that, under the existing char- 
ter, St. Louis not only has very limited power 
to cope with its financial problems, but it also 
is unable to get rid of such handicaps as illogi- 
cal boards and commissions; confusing divisions 
of authority, unco-ordinated administration and 
other barriers to more efficient local govern- 
ment. Attention has again been called to these 
handicaps by Henry F. Chadeayne, former 
nominee for Mayor. And they certainly were 
exposed in detail by the Board of Freeholders 
which proposed a new City Charter in 1950. 


That charter was defeated by a base campaign 
of misrepresentation by the Callanan machine. 
The politicians did not want to lose such patron- 
age as the old charter affords. So they said that 
the proposed new charter was nothing but a 
device to collect an earnings tax, and it was de- 
feated. But now we have the earnings tax back 
anyway, and the community may be ready to 
consider the merits of a new charter once more. 

Mr. Chadeayne has pointed out that some of 
the improvements contained in the defeated 
charter might be adopted in the form of amend- 
ments to the present charter. That is a possi- 
bility. But it is also worth asking whether the 
effort required for such a patchwork job might 
not be expended more profitably in seeking com- 
plete reconstruction. After all, the present char- 
ter was defeated in 1911, and then adopted 
three years later. 

The new earnings tax and the general prob- 
lem of rationalizing the city’s finances ought to 
keep the issue steadily before the community. 
St. Louis. has a year and a half of grace. After 
that, what? 
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New Fraud in Texas? 

The whole nation will be watching when the 
Texas Democratic convention meets Sept. 9. 
Gov. Allan Shivers, Attorney General Price Dan- 
iel and the other party leaders will be well ad- 
vised to resist any temptation they may feel to 
rig the ballot against a clear choice of presiden- 
tial candidates... 

Mr. Daniel has already proposed one plan for 
ballot-rigging. He suggests that the ballot carry 
a double set of Democratic electors, one pledged 
to Gen. Eisenhower and one to Gov. Stevenson. 

Gen. Eisenhower owes his nomination by the 
Republican convention in large part to public 
revulsion against the fraud practiced by Taft 
supporters in the delegate contests. We cannot 
believe that either in Texas or the nation his 
candidacy would now be helped by fraud prac- 
ticed by the Democrats. 

A ballot which listed Gen. Eisenhower as a 
Democratic candidate for President would be 
fraudulent, and there is no use pretending that 
it would be anything else. It is fair game, 
though questionable policy, for the Republicans 
to nominate as their own the Democratic can- 
didates below the presidential level, in the hope 
that votes would thus be attracted to the Repub- 
lican nominee for President. But for the Dem- 
ocrats to seek votes for the Republican nom- 
inee by pretending that he is a Democratic 
nominee would violate the rule of fair play. 

Let the Texas Republicans get all the votes 
they can for Gen. Eisenhower. Let any Texas 
Democrats who so desire get all the votes they 
can for Gen. Eisenhower. But let the voters of 
Texas make their own clear-cut choice between 
Gen. Eisenhower, the Republican nominee, and 
Gov. Stevenson, the Democrat. 
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Conversations on Brioni 

An atmosphere of affability seems te have 
prevaded the visit of the Allied ambassadors to 
Marshal Tito at his summer establishment on 
Brioni. It may have reflected the lovely Adriatic 
scenery and the lovely Adriatic climate. But 
even more, it seems to have been a reflection 
of the friendly mood of the host. 

Apparently, Tito was full of reassurances— 
which might be expected from a man seeking 
more help in the West. ,But these were rein- 
forced by his bid for collaboration with Turkey 
and Greece in the general defense of the Medi- 
terranean area. Also, he is said to have given an 
attentive ear to the suggestions for the settle- 
ment of the Trieste question, an incubus on the 
accord which is being promoted in the region. 

The situation will hardly be satisfactory so 
long as the Italians and the Yugoslavs both 
claim the port at the head of the Adriatic. The 
Allies are in a delicate position when the issue 
comes up because they promised Trieste to the 
Italians in an effort to help defeat the Commu- 
nists in the 1948 elections in Italy. That was 
before Tito split with Stalin and came over, 
after a fashion, to the Western side. He is still 
far from being an orthodox democrat, but he is 
much too valuable—especially as proof that even 
a Communist can defy Stalin—to be alienated. 

Reliable reports have it, however, that he is 
ready to agree to a split of the Free Territory of 
Trieste, probably one which would give the city 
to the Italians and most of the hinterland to the 
Yugoslavs. Rome professes to be indignant at 
any such. settlement. Still, it must sometimes 
occur to the Romans that now they are NATO 
partners and under the obligation of making 


some sacrifice for the general good. It must also 


occur to them that they, too, look to the West, 
and that a quid pro quo might be in order.

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Why East-West Trade Goes On 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


In curbing it United States has overlooked Western Europe's need 
for Soviet bloc goods, says international business group; holds we 
cannot validly oppose trade unless ready to help develop alternative 
sources on equal terms; urges restudy to shape a rational policy. 


From a Report of the Committee on Trade Barriers, 
United States Council, International Chamber of Commerce 


Why do European countries continue to 
trade with Communist countries? Why 
do Western Europeans so often differ with 
the United States Congress’ views regard- 
amon advantages and risks of East-West 
trade? 


United States export controls, adopted 
for security reasons, treat as highly unde- 
sirable certain portions of the trade which 
our allies conduct with the Soviet bloc. 


Action so far taken fails, nevertheless, 
to provide a full solution to the problem 
of East-West trade. Indeed the basic as- 
sumptions on which that action is based 
need to be re-examined and revised. One 
angle to which insufficient § attention 


has been paid is that there is an import 
side to East-West . : : 
trade. No rational 
solution ean be 
reached by looking 
upon the export side 
alone. 

Trade between the 
Western European 
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countries and the So- 
viet bloc is to a large 
extent comparable to 
barter, inasmuch as (aert oS as 
imports and exports tend to be a part of 
the same complex deal. This is largely due 
to the fact that Eastern European trade 
is conducted by state-trading monopolies, 
eliminating the usual methods of action of 
a free-market economy. Also there are no 
significant extensions of credit between 
Western and Eastern countries in Europe. 


What the West Imports 


If Western European countries sell to 
Soviet-bloc countries, it is primarily or 
even exclusively in order to secure the 
goods which they get in exchange on terms 
which are favorable as compared to those 
obtainable elsewhere. 


The principal imports of Western Euro- 
pean countries from Eastern Europe in- 
clude coal, timber, steel, sugar, meat, eggs 
and tobaceo. As compared with 1938, the 
1950 imports of coal were on approxi- 
mately the prewar level, while all other 
imports were considerably below that level 
(as measured in tons). 


In addition, Western Europe has im- 
ported a considerable volume of bread 
grain and coarse grain (corn, barley and 
oats) from the Soviet Union and other 
Eastern European countries. 


For individual countries, the dependence 
on specific imports from Eastern Europe 
continues to’ be quite substantial. In the 
case of Italy, for example, 14.5 per cent of 
all coal imports came in 1950 from the 
Soviet bloc. In the same year, 21 per cent 
of cattle imports, 82 per cent of hogs, 50 
per cent of eggs, 18 per cent of potatoes, 
14 per cent of wheat that were imported 
into Italy came from Eastern Europe. 

The United Kingdom’s imports from the 
Soviet bloc played a major role in supply- 
ing that country with wood and timber, 
barley, wheat, corn and oats, as well as 
meat and poultry. 


East Gets Manufactured Goods 


Exports from Western Europe to Iron 
Curtain countries consist largely of manu- 
factured goods and it is understandable 
that these should be viewed with concern 
by the United States Government, even 
though it would appear that no military 
end items of any kind are exported to the 
Soviet bloc. 

Evidently, no trade would be possible if 
the Soviet Union and its satellites did not 
obtain from Western Europe goods they 
need in return for those they sell. 


Any . eo Soviet bloc needs add un- 
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red from behind the Iron Cur 

tain by our Western European friends. 
In the end a balance has to be struck 
between advantages we and our allies get 


from their trade with Eastern Europe and 
the advantages which that trade gives to 
the Soviet bloc. 

In order to.enable countries of Western 
Europe to curtail their trade with Soviet- 
bloc coyntries, alternative trade channels 
need to be developed. In theory, this 
should be a relatively easy task. In prac- 
tice, however, there are a number of com- 
plicating factors: 


1. The alternative sources of supply 
must be comparable in price. Should they 
be considerably more expensive there 
would result an additional burden upon 
the already weak economies of manv of 
the Western European countries. 


2. The supplies from alternative sources 
have to be shipped to the country of desti- 
nation. Shipping space is becoming in- 
creasingly scarce and it might not be feasi- 
ble to ship additional large volumes of 
bulky commodities across the oceans. 


3. Countries which would be receiving 
imports from these alternative sources of 
supply must be in a position to pay for 
them. In the case of East-West trade, 
transactions are essentially barter deals. 
In the case of alternative sources of sup- 
ply, money payments would be necessary 
and, to the extent to which these would 
involve dollar payments, they might be a 
source of difficulties under present circum- 
stances, 


To Determine a Course of Action 


_We are thus led to the following conclu- 
sions: 

Except for items of immediate security 
importance, we can only raise valid ob- 
jections to Western European exports to- 
ward the Soviet bloc if we are willing to 
assist in the development of new sources 
of imports for our friends and allies in 
Europe. 

If we are both willing and able to help 
supply Western Europe with goods it now 
gets from behind the Iron Curtain on 
terms that won't create new economic dif- 
ficulties for our friends, then we can 
adopt a policy of stringent curtailment of 
East-West trade. 


But if we are neither able nor willing to 
help provide the alternate sourcés of sup- 
ply, then our interference in East-West 
trade must be limited. to relatively few 
items of direct security importance. 


Until all that is involved in the creation 
of alternative sources of supply for West- 
ern Europe has been properly appraised, it 
is very difficult te arrive at a definitive 
recommendation concerning the course of 
action the United States should adopt. 


The United States Council believes that 
the Government of the United States should 
undertake, at the earliest possible time, a 
detailed and penetrating study of the real 
significance of imports from behind the 
Iron Curtain for the economic situation of 
the free countries of Western Europe, as 
well as a detailed examination of the pos- 
sibilities and methods of developing alter- 
native trade channels. 

Until such studies are completed, it will 
not be possible for the United States to 
develop a truly rational policy relative to 
East-West trade. 


FAREWELL TO McKELLAR

The political demise of Senator McKel- 
lar is the most welcome political news 
since Owen Brewster bit the dust in 
Maine. McKellar represented the dreari- 
est level of Southern statesmanship: a

Italy's Effect on Howells 


HOWELLS AND ITALY. by James L. Woodress. (Duke 
University Press, Durham, WN. C., pgs., $3.50.) 
To paraphrase Robert Frost, one could 

do worse than be an American consul in 

Italy—and especially in the Venice that 

William Dean Howells lived in from 1861 

to 1865. Few men of his time could have 

made better use of the opportunities such 

a diplomatic post gave for leisurely con- 

templation, discerning observation and 

friendly internationalism. 


When Howells sailed for the Mediter- 
ranean he was only 24, a relatively inex- 
perienced journalist from Columbus, O., 
who had earned his appointment by writ- 
ing a campaign biography of Abrabam 
Lincoln, When he returned he was 
in Italian life and literature and had al- 
ready started to pour out the cascade of 
writings—novels, travel books, critical es- 
Says, reminiscent -sketches, poems, trans- 
lations, ete.—that were to give colorfal 
evidence of the hold the country had on 
him. In other ways, too, he manifested 

his interest in things 

and people Italian, 

and he later re 

turned to Italy three 

times to renew the 

inspiration of his 

first long stay there. 

Mr. Woodress, who 

teaches English ‘at 

Butler University 

(Indianapolis) amd, 

in addition to his 

seholarly writing, re- 

views books for the 

given clear and ~‘or- 

derly expression of 

the lifelong exploita- 

tion by Howells of the materials gained, ‘as 
he himself put it, through “four years of 
almost uninterrupted leisure for study and 
literary work” and “a wide outlook upon 
the world.” <5 

As Mr. Woodress’ valuable study makes 
abundantly clear, Howells’ Italian sojourn 
was of immense importance in crysta 
ing those cosmopolitan interests that a 
thorough reader of Howells finds astonish- 
ingly broad, deep and continuous. The 
influence of Venice and the dramatist, Gel- 
doni, helped him toward the kind of real- 
ism by which he made his distinctive mark 
on American literature. Italy gave him, 
besides, the polish and the cultural riches 
with which he established himself among 
the Beston and Cambridge literati. 


Between 1861 and 1913 Howells made. 10 
trips to Europe, and in his maturity he 
read deeply in German, Spanish, French, 
Italian and Russian works, all but the last 
in the original. During two generations 
of continuous literary activity, he “main- 
tained broad horizons, international sym- 
pathies and a catholic literary taste.” But, 
Mr. Woodress observes prefatorily and 
then proves thoroughly, “of all.the foreign 
threads .. . woven into the texture of his 
life, the most prominent and persistent is 
the Italian.” 

When Howells died at 83 (1920), he was 
at work on the Italian material that..he 
had used as literary springboard nearly 
60 years before. Mr. Woodress suggests 
that Howells almost certainly “played a 
vital part in fostering the cultural affinity 
which existed between the United States 
and Italy during his lifetime” and perhaps 
was measurably responsible for the gur- 
vival of that affinity in our own day.

Arkansas Grand Jury Finds 
No Proof He Paid $1500 
for : Freedom. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ang. 28 (AP)— 
A grand jury today branded as a 
“hoax” convict Tuck Bishop's 
claim that he paid $1500 for his 
freedom from the Arkansas State 
Prison. | 

Bishop made his charge from 
the death house in Utah’s state 


ing execution for a killing at 
Ophir, Utah. His execution since 
has been stayed and a new trial 
ordered. 

The accusation was tossed into 
the middle of the Arkansas gu- 
bernatorial campaign, and a spe- 
cial grand jury was called to in- 
vestigate. 

Bishop, serving a life sentence 
for four killings at Springdale, 
Ark., failed to return from a brief 
Christmas furlough and was not 
heard from until arrested in 
Utah.

COUNTY UNDERTAKERS ARGUE

A three-man committee, repre-

BLUEPRINT EFFORTS 


ON CHURCH UNITY FAIL 


Lund Report Says Talks 
Show ‘Encouraging Degree 
of Common Ground.’ 


LUND, Sweden, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The world’s divided. churches 
failed in their efforts to map a 
blueprint for a united Christen- 
dom, their representatives de- 
clared today at the conclusion of 
a two-week conference. 


“We have not resolved our dif- 


the world a simple method of 
achieving unity,” the report to 
the Third World Conference on 
Faith and Order stated. 

At the same time, the report 
emphasized ‘“‘we have made genu- 
ine progress” because the discus- 
sions on doctrine and ways of 
worship have revealed “an en- 
couraging degree of common 
ground.” 

“There are no grounds for pes- 
‘simism,” it added. ‘‘Nevertheless, 
we have now reached a point at 


resist easy solution.” 

Two hundred and thirty theo- 
logians from 40 countries assem- 
bled here to see whether they 

could make any headway toward 
unity. In the main the talks were 
on deep theological levels, behind 
closed doors. The conference was 
sponsored by the World Council 
of Churches, an organization of 
158 Anglican, Protestant, Catholic 
and Orthodox churches. 

Spokesmen took heart, they 
said, in the report of one small 
sub-section of the conference 
which proposed going behind the 
dividing walls of the churches and 
making a new theological study 
of the very beginnings of Christ- 
ianity. The method was compared 
to a circle, with the world’s 
churches on the rim and Christ 
in the very center. 

The conference reorganized the 
Commission on Faith and Order, 
which is entrusted with the con- 
tinuing study of church unity, 
into a smaller body of 85 theo- 
logians. It formerly had 200 mem- 
bers. 

Among the Americans named 
to the reduced commission was 
Bishop Ivan Lee Holt of the St. 
Louis (Mo,), area of the Metho- 
dist Church.

country living.’ I 
should like to enlight- 
en you as to what 

some of them are. 
“My husband and I 
lived in a small town 
in your part of Mis- 
souri for three years 
(Note: Actually about 
the same distance from Possum Trot as is St. Louis, 
in a more remote part of the Ozarks). Both of us 
taught school and during the entire three years 
no one came to see us or offered a hand in friend- 
ship. During the six months we remained in the 
community after our baby was born, no one came 


to see it, 
Vey ew wee 
“WHEN THE BABY BECAME ill we moved to a 
suburb of St: Louis where we found good neighbors 
were to. become good friends. This they proved 
gh such kindnesses as visiting when the baby 
- ill, bringing things to amuse her, taking care 
our pets when we were away, surprising us with 
tréats of baked things and flowers. In short, never 
letting us feel lonely. 
“We feel that our friendly neighbors, our doctor 
(two miles away instead of 40), our home with 
eniences, quite overshadow our country living 
ho real neighbors, no close doctor, few job 
advantages, cistern water (not running) and stove 
heat. We don’t ‘scuttle away like beetles’ on week- 
ends, either. After church, we enjoy an afternoon 
of television or time spent in our cool backyard 


where we relax without worrying about chickens 


or other stock. No, we wouldn’t trade city life with 
its advantages, conveniences and friends for all the 
horned owls, bats, snakes,, chiggers and spiders 
that make up country living. And I'd like a rebut- 
tal, if you can give one.”

. WELL—IT ISN’T a hard letter to answer. Per- 
haps in that column I should have said “farm living 
in a good country community.” And I’m glad the 
writer has found happiness in her suburban life, 
which she did not find in an isolated Ozark com- 
munity. Yet we have friends in the two towns 
mentioned inher letter. They drop in to visit at 
Possum Trot now and again, as we visit them 
when -we drive deeper down into the hills. Perhaps 
the reason. we’re friends is that we have common 
interests; whether these be white-faced cattle, bass 
fishing, deer hunting, politics, forestry, fox hounds, 
soil conservation or what not.

OFFHAND, I THINK of any number of examples. 
There’s Brother Velvick who came from England 
as an immigrant boy, educated himself after grow- 
ing to manhood and then served in country 
churches throughout the Ozarks. If the affection 
of friends will help swing the Pearly Gates ajar, 
they’ll be flung wide when he marches up to them 
—I trust some 30 years hence. Another local min- 
ister, handicapped by being a semi-cripple, built a 
fine 4-H Club during his tenure here. Ern Stricklin 
came twice this week, dropping his own work, to 
hélp with a cow which was giving more milk than 
her new-born ealf could take. He knew how to 
handle a cow which had never been milked before 
and we didn’t, so he came. Mildred Phillips, wife 
of a farm neighbor, finds time after teaching school 
to head the Nature Knights, a group of youngsters 
who are learning conservation by seeing and doing. 
Still not busy enough, she is a prize gardener, 
trdins her own saddle horses and paints with a 
group of other girls in the valley. Harry Russell 
took a half-day last week to drive away over on 
Fourche au Renault creek with his truck to haul 
home a disc plow which some other farmer friends, 
the Sayers, had loaned us to break the hickory 
sprout field.

HERE IN THE OZARKS we try to build a better 
life by building better land. So when there’s a 
pasture demonstration or livestock meeting, we 
turn out in force. And it would be impossible not 
to. make friends with the men and women we meet. 

Conveniences are widely distributed today 
through every good country community, although 
there are marginal areas where income is low, 
just as it is in part of every city. Water flows 
as freely from a pasture tank attached to a cistern 
as from a Mississippi river water main, and con- 
tains less chlorine. Electricity and bottled gas have 
largely done away with the wood range, while coal, 
gas or oil will heat a farm home as efficiently as 
one in the suburbs. Radio reception is excellent, 
bringing news and good music, while many farm 
homes have television. The proportion of home 
freezers in our valley is far. higher than in most 
urban communities. And ours, I know, holds home- 
grown garden produce and fruit, home-made butter, 
fish from the pond, a fat lamb, 50 broilers, as well 
as some “store boughten” groceries. Old Guernsey 
supplies rich milk and cream for the household 
and skim milk for the chickens and a pair of 
young porkers. Our dozen faithful hens, with a few 
minutes’ care, lay eight big brown eggs each day. 
The distance to the doctor is a handicap, yet keep- 
ing thin is a bigger problem than keeping well.

IT’S A GOOD. THING, though, that everyone 
doesn’t prefer country living. If everyone went 
back to the land our industrial civilization would 
coHapse, and cities depend on excess country 
population to keep growing. Neither one, today, 
eould maintain a healthy, progressive life without 
the other, Yet we'll still take our picnic baskets 
on Sunday evening and head down to the gravel 
bar on Saline creek to swim and fish and listen 
tothe hoot owls.

OBODY ever has been born with what we accept as good 
N table manners. They have to be acquired over a length 

of time through painful effort, much practice, after pro- 
longed instruction and steady example. 

Good table manners have their origin and their habit in 
family practice, not family criticism and instruction, Both are 
needed at times, but it is family habit that carries most 
weight, makes the most lasting impression. 

“Jackie, sit up. Take your elbows yout the table.” Jackie 
looks up, wiggles into position and looks across the table at 
Daddy, who is reading his newspaper and spooning his cereal 
from the elbow. He says nothing, but his glance speaks elo- 
quently. His mother will have to tell him to sit up straight 
and keep his elbows off the table for a long, long time.

THE SMALL CHILD learning to feed himself spills 
things. The spoon turns over and the milky cereal drips down 
his chin and on to the tablecloth, He grows weary of making 
the effort to control the grasp of his hand on the spoon and 
direct it to his mou He drops the spoon and paddles in 
his cereal bowl for relief. This is trying on his mother’s 
patience. Pressed for time, she sees with anguish the soiled 
tablecloth, the baby’s messy clothes.

That is normal and must be borne with what patience and 
fortitude one can muster.

Gradually 
let him take over a few more spoonfuls until at last he has 
mastered the art of feeding himself neatly. That is the first 
step in learning good table manners.

You will dis- 
cover, perhaps to your surprise, 
and certainly to your delight, that 
the two have points of contact— 
do, indeed, in some places over- 


This is because, on the one 
hand, no matter how much you 
disliked the work you were doing, 
you inevitably used abilities and 
acquired skills which were nat- 
ural for you to learn. And be- 
cause, on the other hand, having 
made a sound diagnosis of what 
you genuinely want to do, the 
field of your choice will inevita- 
bly offer a use for those talents 
and skills. 

The problem, then, becomes 
one of matching up your proved 
abilities with the opportunities 
available in the field. And then, 
in order to convince an employer 
that you possess the requirements 
he is seeking, of translating your 
experience into terms acceptable, 
and desirable, to him.

Contrary to popular belief, sell- 
ing is not simply a job for those 
who “have. a way with people,” 
but may require a combination 
of many talents. For example, 
there are the salesmen for phar- 
maceutical houses who must have 
a true understanding of the doc- 
tor’s point of view and possess 
a professional approach. This is 
a good place for an ex-nurse who 
wants sales. There are the sales- 
men in fields with a social service 
slant—the people who sell hear- 
ing aids or other appliances to 
the handicapped. A good sales 
place for the ex-social worker. 
Those who sell technical equip- 
ment must have an enthusiasm 
for and knowledge of technical 
terminology in order to sell to 
the layman. 

“Sales,” in other words, can 
combine with any one of dozens 
of other areas. If you haven’t 
the actual sales experience, you 
can stress the other side of the 
picture. And what is true of the 
sales field is true of all fields. 

In short, whatever you have 
done in the past can be mixed 
into a blend which will land you 
the kind of job you want. 

Probably the largest number of 
clients who come to the Career- 
Changing Clinic are those who 


have been trapped in secretarial 
work for years and desperately 
want to get out. The reason is 
simple. Secretarial work is the 
most acceptable way for an ambi- 
tious girl to get into a top job. 
In many cases it works just as 
planned. She takes the job as 
secretary to the publicity director 
of the radio station; she learns 
the business; she gets a chance 
to write a little herself. Pretty 
soon she gets put on writing en- 
tirely and can drop the secre- 
tarial myers. . 


OMETIMES—but not nearly so 

often as the platitudinous em- 

ployer thinks—she really falls 
in love with secretarial work and 
rises to the post of executive sec- 
retary to a very busy man. But an 
overwhelming number of times 
she gets utterly trapped in secre- 
tarial work which she doesn’t 
want in the long run and gets no 
chance to exercise her creative 
or executive faculties. 

Even discounting the delusions- 
of-grandeur type of person whose 
stenography and typing are 
sketchy at best and who makes 
it pretty clear in the first two 
weeks that she is too high-type 
and intellectual for this work, it 
is tragically true that too many 
girls give their all for their sec- 
retarial means-to-an-end job and 
have it boomerang cruelly. | 
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you are not kidding yourself. On 
this your own tonscience is your 
only guide. Also be very sure 
that you have done everything 
you can to investigate the possi- 
bilities on your present premises, 
and that the fault is not with you. 

If you decide you must leave, 
don’t get trapped a second time. 
Take a series of temporary secre- 
tarial jobs in your field in the 
hopes of uncovering an enlight- 
ened employer. You can do this 
in-a three or four months’. ses- 
sion, and, having had a bad ex- 
perience, you are apt to be pretty 
astute in jucging the subsequent 
employers. Continue at the same 
time your extracurricular activi- 
ties in the creative end of the 
field. 

The business of jumping the 
hurdle labeled “Similar exp. an 
absolute must” varies enormously 
with the individual case. Let me 
list the point-by-point plan: 

1. Know exactly what you want. 

2. Analyze ydur past experience 
and take from it such skills and 
traits as are applicable to the new 
field. 

3. Do additional study and vol- 
unteer work in the new field and 
mix it with the nugget from your 
old field. 

4. Find a halfway point—a job 
which requires what you have got 
and will at the ‘same time offer 
you a chance to learn the aspects 
which you haven't got. 

+. Prepare a resume for this 
halfway transition job, translating 
what you have into terms which 
will make sense to the new em- 
ployer. 

6. Give your very best to the 
halfway job and pick up all you 
can of the new facts. 

7. Move from the transition job 
into the job you really want.

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Fine Variations With Lobster 


HERE is a school of lobster- 
lovers, made up largely of die- 
hards who live in seaport 
towns where the tradition of lob- 
ster eating runs still and deep, 
who maintain there are only two 
things you do with a lobster, You 
boil ‘em or you broil ’em, and 
that’s all there is to it, by cracky. 

There is much to be said for 
this point of view. For one 
thing, either way of cooking a 
lobster is hard to beat. For an- 
other, they provide a margin of 
safety. A lot of lobsters have 
been fouled up in fancy dishes— 
lobsters which would have been 
much better either just boiled 
or broiled. 


However, for those who feel 
the urge to do something a little 
different with a lobster, there are 
some pretty rapturous possibili- 
ties, if you follow directions and 
make all the right turns. Take, 
for instance, Lobster Delmonico. 
For eight people, like this: 

Start with four lobsters weigh- 
ing one and a half to two pounds 
each, a pint and half of thick 
cream, the yolks of six eggs and a 
half pint of good port wine. 

To cook the lobsters, prepare a 
court-bouillon consisting of a 
bottle of dry white wine, the same 
amount of water, some minced 
carrots and onions, a little thyme, 
parsley and bay leaf and salt and 
pepper. Let it cook for 30 min- 
utes then plunge the live lob- 
sters in. It should be boiled vig- 
orously and the lobsters should 
cook for 20 minutes. 


Take them out, let them cool, 
detach the tail, remove the shell 
and cut the meat in thick slices. 
Also get the large pieces of meat 
out of the claws. Melt a hunk 
of butter the size of an egg in 
a deep heavy pan and align there- 
in the pieces of lobster meat. 
Salt slightly, heat and add half 
a pint of good Port. Let it cook 
down slightly. Keep it hot until 
time to serve. 

Now the sauce. Mix the 
cream, the egg yolks, salt to taste 
and a spot of cayenne in a double 
boiler. Cook and stir gently. 
Now stir in gently, piece by 
piece, a third of a pound of but- 
ter and, if there is any, the lob- 
ster roe. Serve it very hot in a 
sauce dish. 
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OBSTER, incidentally, should 

always be alive, The livelier the 

better. Some people. won't 
consider them unless they’re able 
o crawl around on the kitchen 
table. Such signs of vigor as 
this are hardly necessary, how- 
ever. After all, what can you 
expect of a lobster which has 
been some time out of its native 
habitat. If they can wave a claw 
or twitch a whisker they should 
‘be suitable. 

If you’re a curry fan, there’s 
curried lobster. First, make the 
curry sauce with cream as fol- 
lows: Melt two tablespoons of 
butter in a sauce pan, add a 
chopped onion and saute it un- 
til it’s golden brown. Add a bay 
leaf, a half a teaspoon of thyme, 
four tablespoons of curry powder 
and a green apple that has been 
peeled and chopped. 

Now mix it all together and 
add half a pint of white stock, 
or water, and cook very slowly, 
stirring now and then, for an 
hour. It should be reduced to 
about half its original amount. 
Strain it through a fine sieve. 

Now make a cup and a half of

cream sauce and add a fourth of 
a cup of the curry mixture. Mix 
it well and bring it to a boil, add- 
ing a little milk if it seems too 
thick. 


Now remove the meat from two 
or three boiled lobsters and cook 
it gently in a sauce pan for five 
minutes with a tablespoon of but- 
ter and a generous half cup of 
sherry. Add the boiling sauce and 
serve.it up with rice. 
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HEY call it a lobster stew, 

but it could as well be called 

creamed lobster, and it’s made 
like this: Remove the meat from 
three boiled lobsters and cut in 
small pieces. Melt three table- 
spoons of butter in a saucepan. 
Add the lobster meat and a gen- 
erous three quarters of a cup of 
sherry. Let it simmer for five 
minutes and then add three cups 
of medium thick cream and half 
milk and half cream, and bring 


is a truly famous lobster recipe 

from France. It is called 
Homard a la Americaine, and the 
recipe is for 12 persons. 

Melt one pound of butter in a 
copper casserole and when it is 
hot add thereto a medium size 
bowl of grated carrots and shal- 
lots, a pint of Chablis or other 
dry white wine, a bouquet of 
parsley, thyme and bayleaf, an 
onion, a head of garlic, six table- 
spoons of tomato concentrate, six 
tablespoons of olive oil, three 
tablespoons of fresh cream and 
three tablespoons of beef juice. 

Now season it with plenty of 
pepper and a little saffron and 
curry powder. Let it boil for 
three-quarters of an hour. Cut 
your live lobsters, according to 
their size, either in segments or 
in two, and crack the legs. Let 
them cook in this. sauce until 
they’re done—about half an hour 
—and then put them in a large 
serving dish adding several pieces 
of fresh butter and a light sprin- 
kling of finely chopped herbs. 
Pour a half pint of good brandy 
on top and light it. When the 
fire goes out, it’s ready to serve. 
And what a dish! -

Young probescig monkeys have 
small noses. The females add a

Their gen¢ral color is olive brown, 
but the fur is flecked with yel- 
low, and the under parts have a 
brilliant orange coloring. 

The noses of these monkeys are 
tilted so far upward that the tips 
are at the level of the upper parts 
of the eyes. 

Snub-nosed monkeys go about 
in troops. They eat bamboo shoots, 
and scramble up fruit trees to get 
the fruit. They get along very 
well in cold areas, and offen are 
seen in the midst of snow on the 
mountains.
